The Korean War and Its Aftermath 
Alexander L. George 

In an era of advanced nuclear weapons, the leaders of the Chinese 
People’s Liberation Army argue that their superior morale and military 
skill can compensate for inferior weapons. That their slogan “man-over- 
weapons” is more than an empty boast was demonstrated by the perform¬ 
ance of the PLA in Korea during the initial phase of their involvement. 
Superior UN fire and airpower soon rendered the PLA some crushing 
blows, however, and exposed the weakness of the PLA system. The 
Chinese were quick to realize this and even during truce negotiations 
began to professionalize their army. The professional character of the 
PLA lasted until 1959, when Mao, apprehensive of the power of the PLA 
officer corps, fired many of the professionals and re-instated the pre- 
Korean system. 

In 1951, the author interviewed approximately three hundred Chinese 
prisoners of war in an effort to understand what motivated them. From 
these interviews, he has reconstructed in detail the kind of egalitarian 
ethos, social organization, and morale-building system which the Chinese 
initially employed in Korea and which forms the basis of the PLA 
today. The military model which he describes has been influential not 
only in China itself but also in the organization of guerilla forces and 
armies throughout Southeast Asia.
